TH E WEALTH OF ARGENTINA. 


W hat H as B een A cco m p lished In S p ite o f 
D isco u ragem en ts—T he .G u acho . 
The great wealth in south temperate 
America is to be found in her soil It offers 
its fortunes to plodding 
industry , and 
promises homes, comforts, lux uries, and 
length of day s. 
In riding ov er the pampas 
one can hardly conv ince himself that he is 
not on the prairies of Illinois or Iowa of a 
quarter of a century ago, or on the prairies 
of Kansas, Nebraska, western Minnesota, or 
western Dakota of to-day . 
Herds of fat 
sattle and herds of half-wild horsis, num­ 
bered by the thousand, and flocks of sheep 
loo large to be accurately estimated, are 
encountered ev ery where. 
The possessions 
of the Agentine republic in herds and flocks 
show what is easily done in spite of the dis­ 
couragements from insufficient protection. 
In 1884 there were 14,17 1,000 cows, 4,18 t',000 
horses, and 7 0,910,000 sheep 
Nature feeds 
and cares for these herds and flocks with 
but the minimum of care from their pro­ 
prietors. 
One ex tensiv e establishment is at 
Fray bent us, where Liebig’s ex tract of beef 
is manufactured in large quantities. For 200 
day s in the y ear an av erage of 1,000 cans a 
day is stowed away in little jars and cans. 
Then the gaucho, with supreme courage, 
skill, and faith in his horse, rides to the 
bead of the running herd, and, with bis 
poncho wav ing before the foremost animal, 
turns him so as to nm him around a circle 
to a point where they are wanted. 
Some­ 
times he throws bis poncho at the animal, 
which dodges along the desired direction, 
leading the herd back to order. Then, with 
wonderful skill, he dashes by where the 
poncho fell and recov ers it without dis­ 
mounting or slacking his speed. Once down 
ia the narrow quarter the cattle are lassoed, 
drawn up by a capstan on to a cart. 
Then 
one blow from a friendly knife instant.y 
kills him; the carcass drops, is wheeled 
away , and in eight minutes the animal has 
v anished on it» way to the condenser. 
Ev ery thing is utilized. 
Ev en the blood 
washed away fattens the fish which cluster 
around the waste-pipe. 
The ex tract is 
shipped ev ery where. 
While we write a 
bowl of ex cellent beef tea, made from a tea­ 
spoonful of « the ex tract, is cooling before u*. 
We are glad Liebig taught the South Ameri­ 
cans how to driv e their wild cattle into such 
small corrals as the little jars. 
The greatest enemy that the estanclero or 
stock farmer has in these lands is the un­ 
steady gov ernment and its remorseless rep­ 
resentativ es. 
It is a matter so common 
that it surprises no one and hardly ex cites 
comment for a recruiting band, either of a 
proposed rev olution or of a struggling gov ­ 
ernment. to v isit an estancia and take all 
the horses, leav ing three for the house and 
one for each station or cabin round which 
the flocks are herded. They also take cattle 
or sheep from 100 to 5 00, according to their 
needa

Before he blossomed into a plu to­ 
crat ie librettist G ilbert frequ ently did 
the work of adaptation for managers. 
Charles Wy ndliam once gav e him a 
French piece to translate which he 
called “On B ail,” 
There were many 
v ex atiou s delay s in the deliv ery of the 
manu script, and W y ndham’s patience 
was sev erely tax ed. The manager in his 
indignation wrote G ilbert this note: 
B eak 8 m—Unless y ou deliv er the third act 
to -mo rro w t» y 12 o’clock T shall not bring o ut 
“On bail,” and ehall at once put another piece 
in rehearsal.

it wants fiv e 
minu tes 
of 
the tim e.” 
Then fifteen minu tes la te r: 
“Pau l, go at once to the piano.

shall listen to see that y ou keep time 
and practice all the time. ” 
“I think it’s awfu lly mean to make a 
fellow practice all the whole time, boo 
—boo—ooo. ” 
If he practiced in this spirit he wou ld 
nev er hav e stood before the mu sic lov ­ 
ers of two big cities, consciou s of a 
power and a gift that wou ld enable him 
to repay to the fu llest the lov e and 
sacrifice of his mother, and giv e hou rs 
of happiness to thou sands. 


E ro g s a nti To a d s. 


Most of y ou perhaps already know 
that the fu nny little tadpoles in ou r 
ponds and ditches tu rn into frogs. 
Let 
u s now notice the rem arkable changes 
which take place before tadpoles can 
pass in this way from the life of a fish 
to that of a land animal. We will begin 
with the eggs, which are little black 
specks no larger than shot, scattered 
throu gh a lu mp of clear white jelly . 
This mass is called “frog spaw n,” and 
is mostly attached to sticks of grass in 
the water near shore. 
The jelly holds 
the eggs together that they may not 
drift aw ay , and it also su pplies nou rish­ 
ment to the y ou ng animals when first 
hatched. 
If y ou shou ld gather some of this 
frog spawn in the spring, and pu t it in 
a v essel of water with a few water 
plants, y ou will hav e good entertain­ 
ment for sev eral weeks. 
First the 
rou nd black specks begin to lengthen, 
then soon to wriggle abou t. 
G radu ­ 
ally the jelly mass disappears, and the 
y ou ng tadpoles, with big black hehds, 
dart hither and thither, rapidly wag­ 
ging their long flat tails as they swim 
throu gh the w ater—a sight with which 
all cou ntry children are familiar. 
When they grow a little larger y ou 
can discov er feathery bu nches hanging 
at the sides of the head. 
These are 
ou tside gills. 
After a tim e the wide 
mou th appears, and w e find the tadpole 
try ing to nibble at things. 
L ittle by 
little the ou tside gills shrink away , and 
the tadpole breathes by taking w ater in 
at the mou th and allowing it to ru nou t 
throu gh slits in the neck. 
In this way 
the water passes ov er internal gills the 
same as in fishes. 
Indeed, there is 


bu t little, at this point in a tndpole’s 
history , to distingu ish it from * fish, 
and it bears little resemblance to the 
form „it is soon to dev elop. 
Ey es and nostrils now make their ap­ 
pearance and soon two little lu mps 
come on the sides, which will grow 
some day into hind legs. 
The front 
legs do not show u ntil later, and then 
the tadpole is well su pplied with limlw, 
hav ing fou r legs and a broad swimming 
tail. 
The odd creatu re will now' be 
fou nd spending mu ch time at the su r­ 
face, with its mou th ou t of water, for it 
is try ing still another plan for breath­ 
ing. 
W hile these changes liav e been 
taking place on the ou tside of the ani­ 
mal, still more im portant changes hav e 
l>een going on within its body . 
Lu ngs 
hav e been growing, and as the tadpole 
accu stoms itself to breathing with the 
new' lu ngs, the blood gradu ally changes 
its cou rse, and ru shes to them to be 
pu rified, instead of going to the gills as 
before. 
Consequ ently the 
internal 
gills are no longer needed, and they 
also shrink awav . 
This activ e little 
creatu re now' deserv es the name of 
frog. 
I t sw ims with its new' legs, and 
takes su ch long leaps that y ou mu st 
keep a close watch or it will ju mp ou t of 
y ou r artificial poml and escape fu rther 
observ ation. 
As the tail is no longer 
needed, it shriv els away little by little, 
like the gills, u ntil there is no trace of 
it h*ft. 
W hen they hav e reached this 
period, frogs, in their nativ e home, arc 
ready to hop boldly on shore, althou gh 
most of their time is passed in the w ater, 
perched on some stick or stone. W lien 
cold weather comes they drop to tlie 
bottom of the pond and spend the win­ 
ter in a torpid state. 
Do y ou see in the 
frog’s skeleton how mu ch longer the 
hind legs are than the front ones? This 
arrangem ent answers 
v ery well for 
leaping, and those long toes are u su ally 
joined with a w'eb to assist in swimming. 
You will also notice that there are no 
ribs, so the frog cannot breathe as we 
do. 
Ou r ribs are raised each time we 
breathe, and the air ru shes in throu gh 
the nose and mou th to fill the empty 
space thu s made in ou r chests. 
Bu t as 
the frog has no ribs by which to en­ 
large its chest, it simply closes its lips 
and swallows the air which is in its 
mou th. 
A frog lias no other way of 
breathing, and it is possible to su ffocate 
one by fastening open its mou th. 
The long tongu e of these animals is 
fastened at the front of the mou th, and 
the sticky point is tu rned ov er so that 
it can dart forward instantly , then fold 
back to snap u p liv ing insects. 
The history of toads is like that of 
frogs, ex cept that their eggs are laid in 
long strings of jelly which may be 
fou nd floating on ponds and ditches in 
the spring. 
As their y ou ng ones can 
liv e only in water, these animals lay 
their eggs either in the water or on 
trees and plants ov erhanging a pond, 
into which they are washed by the rain. 
Large nu mbers of toads thu s come to 
perfection abou t the same time, and are 
ready to leav e the water together and 
begin a new life u pon the land. 
This 
they u su ally do after a shower, when 
all the su rrou ndings are moist and at­ 
tractiv e 
to these 
dwellers in the 
marshes, and, from the su dden appear­ 
ance of the toads, it is a common be­ 
lief that they hav e fallen from the 
clou ds with the rain. 
The Su rinam toad has a rem arkable 
way of caring for its y ou ng ones. 
The 
eggs are laid in the w ater, and tliejfather 
at once takes them u p and places them 
on the m other’s back, when the skin 
rises u p arou nd them, forming a little 
cell for each egg. 
In these cu riou s 
nests the tadpoles pass throu gh their 
v ariou s changes, remaining here u ntil 
they are perfect toads. 
Leading this dou ble life, first in the 
water, tlien on the land, frogs and 
toads are called amphibiou s animals. 
They start life with gills and a tail, 
both of which they lose, and gain in 
their places new lu ngs and a fu ll set of 
legs.— H a r p e r Y o u n g 
Peo p le.

One of the Eastern literary papers 
seems to hare ju st discov ered tnat Mark 
Tw’ain (Samu el L. Clemens) was a R ebel 
bu shwhacker in the early part of the late 
war. 
The fact was pu blished in Vir­ 
ginia, Nev ada, in 18 64, du ring tho hottest 
period of the war. 
And worse—the 
riv al jou rnal th at pu blished the fact 
went fu rther, and intimated in lan­ 
gu age not to be mistaken that Mark had 
v iolated his parole, and was then a fit 
su bject for a target for a detail of Union 
soldiers. 
Lieu t. Clemens, hav ing been a pilot 
on the Mississippi Riv er, and therefore 
know ing the channel and being familiar 
with the points where steamboats wou ld 
hav e to hu g the shore, was detailed for 
the special du ty of firing into the Fed­ 
eral transports ply ing that stream, and 
he per formed that du ty effectiv ely . He 
w as captu red and paroled. 
W hile u n­ 
der parole, the accou nt stated, he went- 
ahead firing into Union boats. 
He was 
captu red a second time, bu t by a differ­ 
ent command, none of whom knew he 
was u nder parole, or he wou ld hav e 
been shot on the spot. 
He was sent to 
St. Lou is and imprisoned in a tobacco» 
warehou se, on W ashington 
Av enu e. 
He got to thinking the m atter ov er— 
the probability of being sent to G rant s 
army , by which he was first captu red, 
to be ex changed, and by which, if 
recognized, lie wou ld certainly be shot 
for a v iolation of his parole—and lie 
skipped across the plains to the T erri­ 
tory of Nev ada, of which liis brother, 
Orion Clemens, w as then Secretary by 
appointm ent from President Lincoln. 
Fearing tlie influ ence of liis brother 
wou ld not be su fficient to sav e him if 
he shou ld Ik* recognized by passing offi­ 
cers or soldiers of the Union army , be 
did not remain long in Carson City , bu t 
pu shed on to the ou t-of-the-way mining 
camp of Au rora, where lie remained 
u ntil lie fancied the storm had blown 
ov er. 
W hen in Au rora lie wrote a series of 
letters to the Virginia F'n ierjirise, and 
su bsequ ently accepted a place on the 
editorial staff of that jou rnal. 
His 
sharp pen pu t a man named Willis, 
city editor of tlie Virginia U n io n , to 
hu nting u p his record, and the pu blica­ 
tion of the foregoing facts was tlie re­ 
su lt. 
F or this Mark Twain sent Wfllis 
a challenge to mortal combat. 
The 
challenge was sent by M ark’s ‘ game’" 
little friend, 
Stev e 
Gillis. 
W illis 
wou ld not accejit—lie wou ld not m eet 
any one on the field of honor ex cept a 
man of honor. 
This offended Gillis 
highly , and he 
challenged 
Willis. 
W illis wou ld not accept, becau se he 
had no cau se to qu arrel w ith Cllllis, bu t 
his “best m an” then came in and chal­ 
lenged Mark Twain, who declined on 
the same grou nd giv en by Willis for 
not meeting Gillis. 
The three chal­ 
lenges all passed the same day —within 
a few hou rs, in fact—and as du eling 
had ju st been made popu lar by the Dog 
Valley meeting of Tom Fitch, “the sil­ 
v er-tongu ed” orator, and Joseph T. 
Goodman, the poetical editor-in-chief 
of the E n terp rise, it looked as thou gh 
Six -Mile Canon was to be delu ged with 
blood. 
B u t the m atter was dropped, 
and Mark Twain w'as nev er called u pon 
by a dru mhead cou rt-martial to stand 
u p and take tlie regu lation dose of 
leaden pills.— No g a les (Ca l.) Fro n tier.

Inkerman was a soldier's battle, not won by 
tha tactics and ability of tha generals, but 
by the v alor of tha man. 
This was squally 
true of tha dissolution of parliament and 
the coming elections. 
This was tha people’s 
battle and ha urns oonrinoad that the people 
had resolv ed to carry the day despite the 
detection of certain 
prominent Liberal 
chiefs. 
“ The question which y ou are called upon 
to decide is a proposition to establish a 
legislativ e body in Ireland to manage ex ­ 
clusiv ely Irl-h affairs 
It is tha principle 
y ou are called upon to v ote for, not the do* 
tails or particulars of any bill,” referring 
to tha defection of The Scotsman (news­ 
paper), which, he remarked, all deeply 
lamented. Oladstooa said; 
“ The Scotsman 
now goes to tha root of tha matter and puts 
the issue in such a way that it can be met 
Tha Scotsman puts the question fairly and 
clearly . 
It say s: 
'Safa self-gov ernment 
for Ireland is one thing most desirable. 
Mr. Gladstone’s bill is another, most unde­ 
sirable.’ 
I now mak e The Scotsman, and 
ail agreeing with The Scotsman, a vary 
handsome offer. 
I am sure whan they 
mention safe self-government they don’t 
mean to emasculate tho substantive; they 
mean that with reasonable precautions the 
Irish people ought to have read and affective 
control of Irish affairs. 
That’s all we 
w ant 
We will never ask parliament to tie 
itself to details. 
It is now idle to say that 
tha country shall be ask ed to vote upon the 
details of the bill 
The bill is dead with 
parliament, but the 
principle survives. 
[Cheers.] Critics, when they have raised ob­ 
jections to our plan, have shown themselves 
incompetent to suggest an improvement 
[Cheers. ] Perhaps when they return to par­ 
liament, such of them as may get there 
—[laughter]— they will prpdiice more ex­ 
cellent plana 
They will find us willing to 
cast our own bill to the winds the moment 
they havo shown a better plan to 
give effect 
to our principles. 
W hat the nation has to 
decide is not a clause in detail, or the 
method of the bill, but a policy and prin­ 
ciple. 
Ho who accepts these is our 
brother 
in arms. 
He who repels or shirk s them, or 
uses fictitious means to falsify them is our 
adversary .” 
Referring to the Carnarvon-Parnell inci­ 
dent Gladstone said Lord Carnarvon told 
bis colleagues that he favored a plan to fully 
moot the wants of Ireland in respect to local 
government 
and to some extent satisfy her 
national asparations. 
Carnarvon may not 
lik e it but in substance he is our man, not 
theirs. 
If he is ready to meet the wants of 
Ireland for local self-government, and also 
in some degree satisfy the national aspira­ 
tions of Ireland, there is no room for dis­ 
pute between him and u* 
Hartington and 
Chamberlain avoid an expression of their 
readiness even in degree to satisfy the na­ 
tional aspirations of Ireland. 
Gladstone then referred to the alterna­ 
tive policy of Lord Hartington, 
of 
whom 
he spok e as his late colleague and present 
friend. 
He said that in Lord Hartington’s 
address certain powers unmentioned, are 
to 
be delegated to certain bodies, whose 
mem­ 
bers are unk nown. “What can be expected,” 
said Mr. Gladstone, “from one who 
thus 
voices his scheme* 
These are the plans of 
very eminent individuals which 
are tak en 
up by nobody . Do y ou wish to have a plan 
with a finality or a plan which the Irish 
representatives repudiated?” 
“Chamberlain,” said Gladstone, “flies high,
